SCARED THE PASSENGERS. 


An Unknown Miscreant Fires Into a Coach 
Filled With People. 


CHICAGO, III., March 7.—The Cincinnati ex. 
press, which came in onthe Louisville, New 
Albany & Chicago road last evening, brought 
a badly scared lot of passengers.

Mr. Walsh was prevafied 
upon to take the appointment, and now on bis 
resigning it is reasonabie to suppose that Mr. 
Green's claims will again be considered and 
that he wili receive the commission.

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The Situation in Oklahoma Reported as 
3 Growing Critical. 

OKLAHOMA, I. T., March 7.—The situation in 
Oklahoma is growing critical. Between 200 
and 800 men have taken up claims in the Im- 
mediate vicinity of this place. Nearly all the 
valuable land on the river bottom from the 
neighborhood of Fort Reno on the west, 
to the Pottawatomie reservation on the 
east, das been taken up, and is held 


the usual squatter. Scores of 
men arc slipping in on all sides, and 
the influx of boomers a the rallroad has be- 
gun. Last night’s train, south-bound, was 
filled with passengers for Purcell, and itis 
reported that Harry Hill bas started with 400 
men. They will be met here by Col. Cole and 
several hundred boomers from the western 
border of the Territory. Throngs of anxious 
boumers, who have been waiting at 
Purcell for weeks, can scarcely be held 
back, and altogether the indications are 
that there will be fully two thousand men 
here inside of a week unless the mim 
tary moves from Reno at once. Preparations 
for a raid haue been going on at the fort for 
some time, and it is expected they will move 
to-morrow or next day. The prebabilities 
are, however, that a raid of the soldiers will 
will only result in a scattering of the squat- 
ters through the woods, as they are already 
within the limits of Oklahoma in sufficient 
numbers to come back faster than they can 
be sent out. Itis the universal prayer that 
the President may issue his proclamation 
soon and declare the country open to settle- 
ment at once. and not set the date ahead, as 
it is feared be will do.

Death of the Veuerable Millionaire Philan- 
thropist of Philadelphia.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., March 7.—Isaiah V. Will- 
iamson, the venerable millionaire philantho- 
pist, died at 4 o’clock this morning. Mr.

retired from active work many years ago with 
a fortune aggregating millions. Mr. lliam- 
liamson has been a charitable man all his life 
and has given liberally to all worthy objects. 
The crowning act of Mr. Williamson’s phllan- 
thropic work was the gift of $2,600,000 for the

A STATE DISGRACE. 

A well-organized and well-supported 
militia establishment in every State was 
regarded by the fathers of American De- 
mocracy as the sine qua non of State 
rights, and as one of the most essential 
checks of our dual system. They pro- 
vided in the Federal Constitution for a 
militia force in each State to be officered 
and trained by the State, and in doing 
this they thought they were providing 
securely against the danger of a large 
Federal army of professional soldiers 
maintained to enforce the laws and up- 
hold both State and Federal authority in 
our internal affairs. 80 anxious were 
they that this important duty should be 
reserved for a citizen soldiery of State 
volunteers, that in ratifying the Consti- 
tution the States added an amendment in 
which a well-regulated militia was de- 
clared necessary to the security of a free 
State.“ 

Any State which voluntarily deprives 
itself of a well- regulated militia, and, by 
refusing to support any militia force what- 
ever, deprives itself of the Federal contri- 
bution to such support and makes its State 
government wholly dependent on Federal 
authority for the enforcement of its local 
laws and the maintenance of domestic 
order, has forgotten the teachings of the 
fathers of Democracy and abandoned the 
very citadel of State rights. 

Shall Democratic Missouri be the most 
conspicuous example of recreancy in this 
respect? Shall this great State become a 
by-word of helpless inefficiency and feeble 
dependence on Federal power to maintain 
law and order within her borders? If the 
small militia force within the State is per- 
mitted to disband for want of a pittance 
of State support, the party in power per- 
mitting such a disgrace ought to disband 
also and hide itself from the public scorn 
of such betrayals of trust.

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A SWORD FOR A SWITCH. 


There is a decided revival of interest in 
the interstate commerce law among rail- 
road officials. It is caused by the amend- 
ments to the law adopted by the Fiftieth 
Congress. 

The question which worries the officials 
is not so much what are the amendments 
and what will be the effect of them, but 
will they be enforced? Of course oneof the 
amendments adds supreme importance 
to this question, because it provides 
for imprisonment in addition to fine 
for violation of the law. Congress 
has substituted asword for the switch in 
the hands of the commissioners. Buta 
sword quietly hangiug on the wall is little 
more fearful than a switch lying on the 
shelf. The switch has never been taken 
from the shelf by the commissioners, and 
the officials naturally ask whether the 
sword will be treated in the same way. 
The railroad men, like a pack of school- 
boys under a new teacher, are discussing 
the’ chances of doing as they please with 
impunity. There is little doubt that they 
will test the temper of the commission 
before many days. 

While the complaint that fines are in- 
sufficient for the enforcement of the law is 
absurd in view of the fact that no fine has 
ever been imposed up to the present time, 
yet there is no question that the power of 
imprisonment vastly strengthens the 
hands of the commissioners. One impris- 
onment would give the railroad officials a 
lesson they would not forget. It would 
enforce the law to the letter. 

Judge Cool has given fair warning. 
Now let the commissioners act vigorously. 
And particularly should they enforce the 
provision for a three-days’ notice in ad- 
vance of a reduction of rates.

A Showing That Oalls for an 
Explanation by the 
Board. 


More Fraudulent and Erroneous Registra- 
tions Presented To- Day—Even the Books 
of the Silk-Stocking Precinets Are Not 
Clean—Recorder Williams’ Board Failed 
to Do Its Work—Eighty-One Cases ina 
Single Precinet in the Eighth Ward— 
Sixty More in One Precinct in the Second 
Ward—What the Supervisors Discovered. 


ITHIN afew Gays the 
revision of the regis- 
tration lists for mu- 
nicipal selection will 
be made. Important 
facts in this connec- 
tion are here present- 
ed to the public. They 
are indisputable. The 
poll-books used by 
the Judges of Election 


and erroneous regis- 
trations. They did 
the names of nearly one 
citizens, who were care- 
lessly or erroneously stricken from 
the lists, and at the polis on eletion 
day were in consequence denied the right to 
vote. Acitizen who was so unfortunate as to 
have his name stricken off of the liste, though 
he wasan old resident of the precinct, went 
to the City Hall, and thus describes the scene: 
‘*l reached the Recorder’s office shortly be- 
fore 9 o’clock on the day of election. It was 
not yet open. One of the clerks who passed 
through the crowd and locked the door after 
him informed us that the force of clerks had 
worked nearly all the -previous night, 
but that the office would open 
at d o’cleock. The east and west ball was 
crowded up as far as the Bollor Inspector's 
office, and the Chestnut street hall was 
crowded right out to the sidewalk with in- 
dienant citizens who, like myself, had been 
denied the right to vote for the reason that 
„they bad been stricken off by the Board of 
Revisers.’’ While waiting in the ball I heard 
some statements of inexcusable cases of 
this kind. In one case the citizen, «a 
respectable looking old man, had lived at the 
house, from which he registered, for thirty 
years. and in that time he had never been 
outside of the city limits. His grown sons 
were registered from the same house, and the 
family was known throughout the neighbor- 
hood. They bad voted at every election for 
years, but their names had been 
STRICKEN OFF. 
When the office opened the crowd surged in. 
Two or three times they became wedged in the 
narrow doorway and nota man could pass for 
a quarter of a minute. I was not the first man 
to get into the office. When I did get ina 
courteous old gentiemen, whom I took to be 
Recorder Williams, stood at the first window 
receiving citizens. The foree of clerks 
was distributed about the other windows, and 
all were kept exceedingly busy. The citizens 
stated their cases the clerks and the Recorder 
referred to the booksand gave the answer: 
‘You were stricken off by the Board of Re- 
visers.’ I, like a great many others, was 
under the impression that by taking an oath 
of residence the Recorder would supply a 
registration certificate which would be ac- 
cepted by the judges of election in lieu of the 
registration on the books. To my surprise I 
found that the Recorder didn’t have the power 
to do that, though I think it was done by his 
predecessor in office. I can calmly dis- 
cuss these discoveries and surprises now. 
but I can’t say that I could do 
the same onthe 6thof last November. I was 
particular to see that I was — gem f regist- 
red. 1 had livedand voted from my present 
number fora long time, and to make assur- 
ance doubly sure, just before the last election 
I went to the City Hail myself, and was there 
told that my registration was correct. Not- 
withstanding this when I went to 
the polls on the morning of election day 
Iwas told thet my name was not on the poll 
books. At the Recorder’s office I was told 
that I bad been stricken off by the revisers. 
For what reason I don’t know to this day.’’ 

This was about the experience of 500 citi- 
zens who were not willing to suffer disfran- 
chisement without asking some questions. 
The mystery has not be been cleared up. 
The Board of Revisiin which sat last 
October instead of puryfing the books per- 
mitted nearly 3,000 fraudulent and erroneous 
registrations to stand, and struck off nearly 
1,000 names of citizens entitled to registration 
and to vote.

Under our system of 
elections and registrations itis contemplated 
that this board will purge the lists, correct er- 
rors and check frauds. Thelaw creating the 
board to insure fairness ordains that the mem 
bers shall be selected from different political 
parties. The registration lists ofthe city are 
then at the disposal of the 
board. Its members or deputies are 
expected to revise this registration, to strike 
off the name of any person illegaily registered. 
This board is appointed to detect and strike 
off the registrations from vacant houses; reg- 
istrations from vacant lots and iumber yards; 
registrations of dead men; registrations o 
persons who have left the elty; registrations 
of persons who have removed from the houses 
from which they appear registered; registra- 
tions of persons who never existed at all but 
whose names have been placed on the books 
by manipulators to be voted on by repeaters 
and floaters on election day.

A Bill Which, if Passed by the Legislature, 
Will Practically Puta Step to Bicycle 
' Riding in This City—Wheelmen Com- 
pelled te Dismount 100 Yards From 
Every Vehicle—A Few Red-Hot Opinions 
on the Bill. ? 


N all the experience of 
thé oldest wheelmen 
in the city the local 
fraternity has never 
been so exercised as 
itis at present. The 
cause for all this 
flurry is a bill which 
is now before the 
Legislature, and, 
which, wheelmen 


say, if passed, will 
simply put a stop to 
the practice of 
riding bicycles in 
the City ot St. Louis, 
particularly. and 
almost in the entire 
State, generally. 

The bili was in- 
troduced some 
weeks ago by Mem- 
ber Ira B. Warner 
of Kirkwood, and 
it reads as follows: 

THE BILL. 

An act to regulate 
the running of ve- 
ide of cities. Be ts 

cycles on public roads outside of e K f 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of Missouri, as follows: 

‘ . It shall 1 de Aa 
or an reop or persons run 

in an may mounted on any vebicie usually 
cailed velocipede, or bicyole, on any highway 
or public road in any of the counties, outside 
of any city limits, in this State; and all persons 
trave ne Sy the use of such vehicles upon any 
such highways or roads, on meeting any per- 
son or persons on horses or mules, or in veb!- 
cles of any kind drawn by such animals, to 
come to a halt at a distance of 100 yards from 
the place on such highway or road where said 
person or persons on horses or mules, or in 
vehicles drawn by horses or mules, are met 
and to dismount from the velocipede or bicy- 
cle and remain so until said persons on borses 
or mules, or in vehicles drawn by such anil- 
woe have passed a distance of twenty-five 


yards. 

Sec. 2. Any person or persons violati the 
preceding section shal! be guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and shail, upon conviction thereof; 
be fined in any sum not less than $10 nor more 
than $100; and he shall moreover be liable to 
other persons who may have sustained dam- 
ages by reason of the frightening or running 
away of horses and mules, to be recovered by 
civil action in any court having competent jur- 
isdiction. 

This bill went through its first reading, was 
referred to the Committee on Roads and High- 
ways and reported favorably upon within afew 
days. 

This railroad process was over and the Dill 
ia imminent danger of passage before local 
wheelmen awakened tothe real meaning, or 
rather the inevitable results of the bill were it 
te become a law. The wheelmen saw no 
objection in being prohibited from 
carrying on a race on a public 
highway, but when it came to stopping their 
wheels whenever they came within 100 yards 
of avehicle drawn by horses or mules and 
waiting until the vehicle bad passed them 
twenty-five yards the cyclers stood aghast. 
Fancy a wheelman riding up Olive, Locust, 
Pine or Chestnut street, or on Lindell avenue 
boulevard or in Forest Park. Whata time he 
would have dismounting whenever he sawa 
horse within a hundred yards of him! At that 
rate he would travel about two feet per day. 

When the wheeimen saw what the measure 
meant they started out to fight it and drew up 
petitions remonstrating against the measure. 
These petitions were distributed among the

thoress Gets 61,030 From Her Pub- 
lisher—A Suit for Slander Thrown Out 
Queer Special Jury Called in One of the 
Cases—Legal Notes aud News, 


The case of August Stephan against Fiesh & f 


Mook, for $10,000 damages for personal in- 
juries, was begun before a special jury in 
Judge Valliant’s room this morning. The 
special jury panel wasa rather peculiar one 
and the examination of the jurors attracted 
more attention than that part of a trial usual- 
iy wins from the audience. Several of the 
jurors summoned knew Flesh & Mook and did 
pusiness with them. Two were builders, one 
an insurance man, One a manufacturer of 
stained giass and one a stone- 
mason, all of whom had had 
or were likely to have business 
dealings with the defendants, and one was 
- Yymoned as a witness for the defendants as 
Fell as being summoned as a special juror. 
From the panel the lawyers succeeded in se- 
lecting twelve men, however, and the trial 
progressed. Stephan was employed by Fliesa 
& Mook, and was in their paint-shop, No. 414 
North Third street, when it fell, which was on 
May 30, 1887. Stephan was buried beneath the 
debris, and he says in his petition that he was 
confined to his bed for twelve weeks and had 
to pay $55 doctor’s bills. He was nearly 
choked to death with dust and was bruised all 
over, and forthis he asks $10,000 damages, 
making in all $10,055 for which he prays. 
DISPUTED THE BILL. 

A suit was begun this morning by A. A. 
Paxson for Robert Doerste against the Great 
Western Planing Mill Co. and the Barr & 
Wiaen Mercantile Agency. In his petition 
Doerste states that he is a carpenter and 
buildergand that the Great Western Planing 
Mill Co. presented him with a bill for $74.86. 
He refused to pay it and said that he owed 
only $19.86, which he was ready to pay. That 
was in July, 1685, and subsequently the Barr 
& Widen Agency, as agent of the Great West 
erp Planing Mill Co., endeavored to collect a 
bill of $34.86, which he also refused to pay. 
He says tust Barr & Widen then began sending 
him insulting letters and postal cards, making 


demands upon him for money which he did 
not owe. In 1885 they publishe his name in 
the Dead Beat Book in three places, and it 
bas been in that book ever since. Doerste 
eavs he has been injured by this to such an 
extent that be has been unable to continue to 
carry on his business, and he asks for $10,000 
damages. 


A Three-Sided Affair. 


The damage suit of Thomas J. Moss against 
Louis C. Bohle and the Missouri Railway Co. 
was tried before a special jury in Judge Dil- 
lon's room this morning. Moss claims that 


on the 6th of June, 188, he was ria- 
ing down town on an Olive 
street grip car, and as they reached 
Tenth street a carriage owned by Bohle and 
driven by a negro, John Jackson, who was in 
Boble’s service, collided with the car, and 
in the collision bie foot was caught and 
mashed. He was prevented from attending to 
his business for some time, and 
wes put to 4 good deal of 
expense. He asks for . 7 damages. 
The defense set up by Bohle was that the Mis. 
sour! Railway was to blane, and the plaintiff 
himself contributed by bis negtigence to his 
own injury. The Missouri Railway Co. said 
Bohle's negro driver was responsible for the 
collision, and it was in no way to blame. They 
made a three-cornered fight of it which at 
times gave Judge Dillon some trouble keep- 
Gg etreight, and even the attorneys were 
once or twice tangled up. 


The Jury Sustained Her. 


In the case of Harriet A. B. Suddoth against 
Mam &. Bryan,a suit on breach of contract, 
the jury gave a verdict in favor of the piaintiff 
for $1,060. Mrs. Suddoth sued because Bryan 
talled to carry out bis contract to publish and 
cook book she had written. At the first 

trial a Verdict was given for Mrs. Suddoth for 
$1,000, but the court said, when the defend- 
ant’s motion for 6 new trial was ruled on, that 
unless the plaintiff remitted half the amount 
the motion for a new trial woald be granted. 
The plaintiff refused to remit and a new trial 
was granted. Mrs. Sucdoth, the authoress, 


. is an old lady about 7 years of age.

The latter went up, and 
after examining the man stated that he bad 
long been beyend medical aid. The Coroner's 
office was notified,and Deputy-Coroner Brown 
immediately went out there and held an 
inquest. On reaching the body be found a 
note. It was written in lead pencil and was 
evidently written at 10 o'clock ay 
morning as dated. The note reads as follows: 

3. 6,10a.m.—My wife has just refused to 
have anything to do with me. I love her 
better than life. The other varty I ought to 
kill, but I spare him oat of love for my wife.’’ 

This note, which distinctly states the cause 
of his taking his life, was not found until 
after the inquest bad been concluded. His 
wife’s sworn statement at the inquest does 
not tally with it in regard tothe character of 
their last meeting. a

husband had not been living with her for 
some time on account of their disagreements 
over the man referred to in Allen's note.

The only cause she could assign for 
his suicide was her refusal to tarn over to him 
her own earnings in the electric belt already 
referred to. 

At the dairy company Allen was held in bigh 
esteem. They state thatthe man was madiy 
in love with his wife, and have no doubt 
about his suicide being due to his jealousy of 
her. The company will bury bis remains.

random some fugitive reminiscences. To this 

I consent the more readily as many of the 

statements conceraing me which have been 

published in the American papers are more or 
less erroneous. I am, as is, I believe, well 
known, an Englishman. I was born in the 
town of Bourne, in Lincolnshire. My parents 
Gesired that I should become a printer, 
and, accordingly, at the age of 18, they 
apprenticed me to learn that trade. But I al- 
ways bad a great dislike to the occupation 
having an instinctive repugnance to soiling 
my Gngers. I only remained seven months in 
that position, for the dream of my life at that 
time was to goto London. Chancing to know 

a gentleman who wasthen a solicitor on Par- 

lament street, I wrote to him begging him to 

find some position for mein the capital. He 
laterested himself in me and induced the dry 

goods firmof Swan & Edgar to give me a 

post in their establishment, where I remained 

for seven years. I was always treated with 
great kindness and consideration by the heads 
of the house. 

Un one occasion (my health. in my youth 
always having been very delicate) I was at 
tacked with inflammation of the iungs, and 
owe, [think, my recovery to the watchful 
care and attentions of Mrs. Edgar herself. 

But my position was not one in which I was 
abie to gratify my natural tastes and aspira- 
tions. I was kept at desk-work, and was sent 
to match samples of goods, or to make pay- 
ments, or to deposit money in banks. 

° MY GREAT DELIGHT 

was in inspecting the cases of dresses, cloaks 
and bonnets that were sent over from Paris as 
models, and I used to give hints about trim- 
mings and alterations, etc., which were found 
to be valuable; and so my taste and opinions 
came to be frequently consulted. 

I was wont in those days to talk a great deal 
to the buyers, who were sent from London to 
Paris, about matters and things in the latter 
city. A Visit to Paris was then po smail under- 
taking. The actual journey took two days 
and a half each way, % that the buyers from 
the house of Swan & Edgar used to consume 
from sixteen to seventeen days for each visit. 
Finally Paris became the goal of my aspira- 
tions, as London had furmerly been. I used 
to spend my evenings in the study of French, 
and wheneverany French customers visited 
the shop I invariably sought them out and 
tried my best to talk with them. 

One of my customers went into business at 
Caen, and I was in hopes that he would take 
me into partnership, but on being disappoint- 
ed in that quarter, I resolved upon going to 
Paris and trying my fortune there at all has 
ards. I had no idea of wherel should go or 
wirat I should do when I got there. But I was 
so fortunate as to secure a position almost 


immediately in the house of Messrs. Gagelin & 
Co. in the Kue Richelieu, then one of the most 
extensive and best-known establishments of 
ite kind in Faris. 

I ARRIVED 
there in the year i646. Two years later came 
the revolution which overturned the throne 


ort Louis Philippe and affairs went very Ul till 


after the establishment ofthe empire. But by 
that time I had made my way in the house and 
had been 1 * director of the cloak de- 
partment, being shortiy after taken into part- 
nership. Atthat time the Maison Gagelin did 
not make dresses, it 8 considered deroga- 
tory to the dignity of the house to do 80. he 
few therefore that I supplied were made out- 
side under my supervision by a dress 
maker in my own employ. In fact, my 
actions were subjected to 80 many 
restrictions and such vehement  objec- 
tions were made to all my efforts to extend 
the business that I finally quitted the firm and 
went into business tor myself. This was in 
the year 1858. My partner was a Swedish gen- 
tleman, M. Bobergh, aud the firm continued 
to be Worth & Bobergh till the fatal year of 
the Franco-German war, which saw inaugu- 
rated my house as Worth alone. 

Before 1 left the Maison Gagelin the firm 
counted many clients at the Imperial court, 
although the house was looked upon as de- 
cidedly Legitimist in character, as it dated 
from the days of Marie Antoinette, and had 
hanging on the walls of its chief reception 
room a drawing in Iindla ink of that Queen 
coming to shop there soon after the accession 
of Louis XVI. It was extensively patronized 
by the ladies of the Faubourg St. Germain, 
and one of them introduced me to the Count- 
ess Pourtales, through whose influence 1 first 
submitted one of my creations to the Empress. 
It was a waiking dressin gray taffetas trim- 
med with biack velvet ribbons, the skirt and 
jacket made to match, which wasthen an en- 
tirely new idea, though the style has since be- 
come so universal. 

THE EMPRESS 
admired it extremely. 

‘*But, M. Worth, she said, *‘I should not 
like to be seen in public in so novela costume. 
I must walt till some one else has appeared in 
it, for in my position I 8 not to attempt to 
set the fashion. I must be content with fol- 
16.“ 

So the Countess de Pourtales took the dress 
and six months later I made one precisely like 
it tor the Empress, which she wore at the 
Vincennes races. She was then in 7 
mourning for her sister, the Duchess d' Albe, 
and I furnished her at the same time with a 
house- dress in black moire antique, cut 
Princesse, that is to say, with skirt and cor- 
gage in one piece, the first dress ever made in 
that style. This was the first order for my 
8 customer that I ever filled. 

ore this epoch I had taken at the 
International hibitions of London, in 1852, 
and of Paris, in 1855. This was wh I was 
still at the Maison Gagelin. My exhibit at the 
Arat Paris Exhibition was a court-train in 
white moire antique, the ground almost en- 
tirely disappearing under embroidery in gold 
thread and 2 piel the pattern of which was 
of my own designing. It re nted a series 
of graduated flounces in gold lace, spreading 
out in the form of a fan, and even at that 
epoch of low prices, when $100 was considered 
an extravagant amount for a lady to pay fora

The 
corsage of this last dress was covered with 
gilt wleker- work, and represented a basket 
turned apes down, from which a cascade of 
flowers fell over the skirt. The Countess 
Walewska impersonated a fortune-teller and 
the Princess de Metternich, an Austrian vi- 
vandiere. 

The celebrated dress in which the Countess 
de Castiglione appearea at a subsequent en- 
tertainment of this charactermt Salammbo, 
and which was said to be so extremely indell- 
cate would searcely cause a rewark if worn at 
the present day. It was a robe in black and 
scariet plush, and was made without sleeves 
and with oniy a narrow gold band passing 
over each shoulder, aatyle that is universally 
adopted now, but which. in the days when 
evening dresses were all made with short lace- 
trimmed sleeves rcaching halt way down to 
the elbow, bad a rather startling effect.

For the last 
named tollette she caused to be fashioned the 
necklace in diamond network with a great 
imitation pear-shaped pearl suspended 
in coach interstice ot the network, 
which was sold amongst the Crown Jewels, 
and toe fact of the pearis not being real 
created a good deal of talk at the time of the 
sale. Sue never wore this autsentic and 
picturesque but cumbersome ornament. She 
tried it on several times, but it always marred 
the effect of -her costume. it was sold for 
4,900, a price far beyond its intrinsic value. 

Another fancy costume which I made for 
her was an exact reypcoduction of the dress of 
Marie de Medicis from & contemporary por- 
trait. When she tried it on for the Emperor's 
approvai he found it too sombre, and to re- 
piace it we fornished, at twenty-four hours’ 
notice, acopy of the toilette worn by Marie 
Antoinette in the well-known portrait of Mme. 
Lebran. 

Il last saw the Empress on the occasion of 
her brief visit to Paris afew weeks aco. She

WASHINGTON, b. O., March 7.—Seoretaries 
Blaine, Proctor and Tracey came to their re- 
spective offices early this morning, but it they 
had any intention of attending to official bust 
ness they must have abandoned itwhen they 
saw the number of people awaiting them. Sen- 
ators, Representatives and high officials came 
in twos and threes; some brought friends and 
many ladies were among the callers. Russell B. 
Harrison, with a party of Montana people,made 
the rounds of the departments. They called on 
the Secretaries early fo pay their reepects and 
had no designs upon the offices. Gen Sher- 
man and Admiral Porter were among the not- 
ables who attended the impromptu receptions, 
No official changes have yet been recorded in 
the subordinate offices, but Walker Blaine 
occupied the seat vacated by First Assistant 
Secretary Rives inthe Department of State, 
and Thomas Sherman, who formerly served 
as Secretary Bilaine’s Private Seo- 
retary, was endeavoring to protect the 
Secretary from inroads of the public. Both of 
them had voluntarily taken hold to help 
smooth the way for the new Administration, 
but in neither case has an appointment been 


made. In the War Department W. C. Endi- 
cott, Jr., continues to fill the post of private 
secretary. His father, the late Secretary of 
War, called upon his successor this morning, 
eee? — bim with information 
respecting curren business. Senators 
Paddock and Hawley and Representative 
Dorsey of Nebraska, were among Secretary 
Proctor’s callers, and they subsequently 
called upon Secretaries Blaine and Tracey. 
No appointment has yet been made to fill the 
Private Secretaryship of the Navy Depart- 
ment, vacated by Mr. Fieteber, and the As- 
sistant is discharging the routine duties of 
the office. Ex-Senator Chandler called about 
mid-day upon Secretary Tracey and had quite 
a lop chat with him. In all of 
the xecutive Departments located in 
the State, war and navy bulidings, the changes

Serious Trouble in the Irish National League 
Over the Presidency. 


Ry Telegravh to the Post-DISPATCH. 

New YorK, March 7.—The Irish National 
League is threatened with a civil warfare 
which may prove at least a great stumbling 
block to the success of the organization, if it 
does not end in an open rupture between 
some of the most important councils. Already 
there is much bad feeling and this is increas- 
ing almost daily. The bone of contention 
seems to be the presidential office, and the 
friends of Alexander Sullivan of Chicago 
are trying their best to pusb 
him forward as the most available candidate. 
Mr. Sullivan, however, is certainly not work- 
ing for the office but rather contents himself 
with sitting calmly by,reminding ali inquirers 
that he has already had all the honors show- 
ered upon him that the league can confer, 
and says * not looking for the presideney 
of the organization or for any other office. 
He carefully guards his words, however, 
so that they cannot be construed to 
mean that he would not accept 
the office, and his friends are 


loth to believe that he would not accept just 
for the g of the organisation. The 
election does not take place until next July, 
but already the Sullivan boomers are hard at 
work ande threaten to sweep everything 
before them. 

But there is some little objection to this 

rogramme by the Néw Yorkers and some of 

he New York Municipal Council denounce the 
‘‘scheming Sullivan’’ in anything but pleas- 
ant terms. Sullivan, however, is not the 
only one who comes in fora share of censure 
at the hands of New York members.

George was 
really thecaptain of the team, although Harry 
was the manager and played center field. To 
George, however, belongs the credit of work- 
ing up all the fine points of play and introduo- 
ing many new moves to the national game. 
After Manager Harry had organized his 
team he was not long in showing his suprem- 
acy over his rivals of the West. He then 
turned his face to pastures new and arranged 
to come east and meet the crack clubs, includ- 


ing the 
MUTUALS OF NEW YORE, 

Eestords of Brooklyn, Athletics of Philadel- 
pnla, the amateur Stars of Brooklyn, with the 
famous Cummings, at that time the only curve 
pitcher ia the world, and above all, the famous 
Atlantic team, who were having things all 
theirown way. Capt. Wright, self-rellantand 
confident, gave them all a chance, and during 
his Eastern tour the giants of the game be- 
came pigmies before his invincibies, and fell 
one after the other before the unsparing scythe 
wielded by the Western men. 

Before their first game with the Matuals, the 
press hailed them with very equivocal cour- 
tesy, and held the visitors up to a mild sort of 
ridicule. They were the ham-carpenters, 
the swine-manglers, the“ hog-terrors and 
all manner of gentle tities significant of the 
peculiar commercial staple of their city. After 
four magnificent victories in New York, they 


fairly compelled admiration, and became 
known as the ‘‘Red Stockings,’’ from the 
knickerbocker style of leggings used 
by them. Some of the cricket- 
ers used the same class of un- 
form, but never had the public in general 
seen the like before. It became evident, how- 
ever, that the new style was the best, and one 
by one the clubs adopted it, the Atlanties and 
Stars being the only clubs to stick to the old 
style. George Wright was styled the ‘‘King 
of the diamond. His playing was phenome- 
nal, and when one reads ofthe great players 
of the last ten years outciassing the oid 
timers, itis very evident the writers never 
had the pleasure of seeing this player at his 
best, or if they had they must have a very 
short memory. No man that ever played 
short was his equal as a hard line thrower, 
and for accuracy no shortstop in the League 
could equal him. 

The Cincinnati ‘‘Reds’’ were on the road 
again in 70. They met the first defeat in June 
at the Oapitoline grounds, Brooklyn, at the 
hands ofthe Atlantics, captained by Bob Fer- 
guson. 

AFTER ELEVEN INNINGS’ 
play the ‘‘Reds’’ were defeated by a score of 
8to7. This was the first defeat they had met 
intwo years, and Brooklyn nearly went wild 
over the victory. In this game Geo. Wright’s 
fielding was the feature. 

The Reds had team work down to a 
science, and was the first club to back up 
properly. Wright was not only a phenome- 
nal fielder, but he was also the greatest 
batsman in the country for six or seven years. 
The introduction of the inshoot and curve 
bothered him. He didn’t care to get hit with 
a Dall, and after 1875 became a little nervous 
when atthe bat. Hisname was always first 
on the score card until he went to Providence

our. 

The Cincinnati Club gave up the sport in the 
tall of 70. The real cause of the departure 
of the ‘‘Reds’’ from their old home was 
their phenomenal success, succeeded by de- 
featfrom a team gotten together by Jimmy 
Woods for Chicago. The game was played 
on the Cincinnati grounds, and was won 
by the Chicago crowd, who rung in a 
gambler as umpire, he passing himeelf off as 
the well-known Al Halback of Philadelphia, 
who had the reputaticn of being an impartial 
umpire. The Cincinnati people never knew 
of the fraud for several 1 3 after, when they 
received word from real - Halback that he 
had never left the Quaker city. 

The Athletics then went out from Philadel- 
phia and defeated the ‘‘Reds.’’ This was 
more than the citizens of ‘‘Porkopolis’’ could 
endure,and the redoubtaole nine went to pieces 
and took separate routes. The Wright broth- 
ers found a welcome home in Boston, and 
from this out the doings of George Wright are 
well known to every lover of outdoor sport 
the world over.

The Measure to Come Up in Parliament To- 
Day—List of Extraditable Offénses in- 
creased and Past Crimes Covered—Joha 
C. Eno, Henry Dieckman and Others 
Raise a Big Fund to Defeat the Bill,

MONTREAL, Quebec, March 7.—The colony of 
American citizens making a temporary stay in 
Canada is stirred to ite depths, and dismay is 
spread through its ranks. For a long time the 
tendency has been toward a stricter dealing 
with boodlers who were making Canada their 
place of refuge, but when a week ago Dr. 
Weldon introduced into the Dominion Parlia- 
ment his memorable bill the friends 
of justice were surprised. The bill 
provides for the deliverance of all 


criminals to the United States, whose extradi- 
tion is not provided for under existing 
treaties. It aleo proposes to amend the pres- 
ent laws, and the list of extraditabie offenses 
is made much longer to include larceny and 
kidnaping. The measure comes up fora sec- 
ond reading to-day, and an amendment will 
be submitted making al! cases of giving and 
taking bribes extraditabie. John C. Eno, the 
late President of the New York Second Nationa! 
Bank, is the leader ofthe colony here and a 

rominent figure in the commercial worid. 
je is President of an asbestos company in- 
corporated last week by the Quebec Legisia- 
ture and a leader of provincial society. The 
bili covers all past offenses and he, with his 
companions, would be obliged to return if it 
becomes a law. 

A BIG BRIBERY SCHEME.

gold, were regarded as sufficient to defeat any 
measure. The effect of the exposure is plain; 
it will intensify the feeling against criminals, 
nullity the effect ofthe lobbying and lead to 
more stringent amendments, one of which 
will be to place bribers and bribe-takers on 
the same basis as criminals. 

If any Opposition is developed at the second 
reading to-day petitions will be circulated 
throughont the business communities show- 
ing the dangerous nature of the element in 
question and urging that the decastric measure 
of the bill be applied.

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MET AN AWFUL DEATH. 


TERRIBLE ACCIDENT ON THE IRON MOUNT- 
AIN TRACK THIS MORNING. 


Fireman Al Goble Instantly Killed and Ter- 
ribly Mangled at the Same Time—The 
Engineer, Also Badly Hart, Lies Under 
the Wreck for an Hour Awaiting Rescue 
—Details ef the Affair. 


L. GOBLE, the fire- 

man of the Missouri 

_ Pacific shifting engine 

No. 306, was instantly 

killed early this morn- 

ing and Engineer John 

Mahoney badly 

crushed by the engine 

jam ping the track and 

falling on its side. It 

was about 7:30 o’clock 

' when the Iron Moun- 

| tain passenger train 

No. 2, known as the 

De Soto Aceommoda- 

= tion, was attached to 

the shifting engine at 

Main and Convent streets. The train was the 
second passenger, due at the Union Depot at 
7:45 o’clock. At Convent street the regular 
engine is uncoupled and the ‘‘shifter’’ takes 
the train to the Union Depot. Engineer Ma- 
honey and Fireman Goble sttached their er- 
gine to the coaches and moved off. They 


were running at a moderate rate of speed. 


Just as the train reached Central Elevator B, 
at Main street and Chouteau avenue, the en- 
gine with a bound leftthe track and plunged 
across the ground towards the building. 
After ploughing up the ground tor 
100 feet, the 
faced south and fell on its side. 
Fireman Goble was struck by the head of the 
boiler and inetantly killed, while Engineer 
Mahoney was pinned to the ground amidst the 
wreck. 

When the engine left the rails the coupling 
between it and the tender was flung around to 
the side like a stone from a sling. Avart from 
severe jerking and a littie jolting, the passen- 
gers were not injured, nor did the coaches 
leave the track. 

The ambulances of the City Dispensary and 
of the Missouri Pacific Medical Department 
were soon on hand. The freman’s death was 
instantaneous and he never knew the cause. 
His right leg was crushed and pinned so 
tightiy. under the boiler that the 
. in charge of the campany’s 
ambulance found it necessary to cut off the 
limb and leave it in order to remove the body. 
Jobn Mahoney, the engineer, was found lying 
in agony with his right leg under the boiler 
and crushed into a pulp. He was compelled 
to remain in this agonizing position for an 
bour anda half until the engine had been 
raised on ‘‘jacks’’ and he was removed. He 
was then conveyed in an ambulance to the 
home of his brother at ia ae street and 
Chouteau avenue. The of the freman 
was removed to the Morgue to await the avc- 
tion of his relatives.
